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LOST ART FOUND BY A POOR BLACKSMITH. 


He Hardens Copper in the Same Manner 
as Did the Pyramid Builders of Egypt. 
Quzsxc, Aug 12.—Local scientists say that 

one of the most wonderful discoveries of re- 

cent years is that made by a poor blacksmith 
of this ¢ity named Ferdinand Allard. It is 
the long lost art, known to the pyramid build- 
ers of Egypt, of hardening copper. Axes and 
other edged tools made of hardened copper 
have been exhibited by him, which in edge 
and temper rival the best steel of the present 
day. Allard prepared a sheet of his hardened 
copper one-fourth of a line in thickness and 
had it tested at the government rifle ranges 
here, At the first shot fired from forty yards.

Anton Wolf, Who Failed -in 1891, and 
Leipziger to Be Imprisoned. 

Bertin, Aug. 12.—Anton Wolf, formerly 
chief partner in the banking firm of Hirsch- 
feld & Wolf of this city. whose failure at 
‘the end of 1891 caused a great sen- 
sation in financial and social circles, 
was sentenced today to ten years’ imprison- 
ment and the loss of his civil rights fur five 
years. The investigation into the affairs of 
the bank showed that the books had been 
falsified. Wolf was convicted on the 
charge of embezzling 4,400,000 marks. 
Another banker named Leipziger, who, it 
was proved, had assisted Wolf in his stealing, 
and who received the stolen securities, was 
also found guilty and sentenced to ten years’ 
imprisonment at hard labor and the loss of 
his civil rights for five years.

“I’M GLAD YOU LIE THERE DEAD.” 


One Woman’s Comment Over Another’s 
„  Corpse—Her Peculiar Story. 

Last Tuesday evening a woman was run 
over and killed by a Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy train near the Union street crossing. 
The body was removed to the morgue, where 
it lay for a day unidentified. Thursday a 
man came to the dead-house and said the 
woman’s name was Catherine Unger. The in- 
quest was held that day, and the man, who 
gave the name of Frank Unger, testified that 
the woman was his wife. She lived, he said, 
at No. 403 Sixteenth street and had four chil- 
dren, tne ages of whom he gave in an authori- 
tative manner. The rest of the evidence was 
on the manner of the woman’s death. 

Last evening a woman came to the morgue 
and asked to see the body of the woman. 
After looking at it intently for a time she

A 
temporary shed will be built over the western 
tracks, which will still be used for passenger 
business until the Illinois Central’s big depot 
at Park ww is completed. The space west of 
the wall will then be given up to the Illinois 
Central’s suburban ‘trains. But the company’s 
World's Fair special service will not be in- 
cluded.

AGAINST GOLD CONTRACTS. 

The Iowa People’s party convention de- 
nounced the present laws which enable the 
“individual to demonetize silver by so speci- 
“fying in written note or contract,” and de- 
manded that all money issued by the gov- 
ernment shall be a legal tender in payment 
of ail debts.” They denounce special con- 
tracts to repay debta in as good money as 
borrowed by the debtor. They might as 
weil denounce contracts for the building of a 
stone house and insist that all buildings 
It would be 
equally illogical to demand that a farmer 
shall not agree to sell wheat, but shall have 
the right to offer so many bushels of corn in 
satisfaction of all contracts to deliver grain, 
no matter if some other kind were specified 
in the contract. With as much justice 
might a law be passed forbidding any 
farmer from  specitying the particular 
acres he would get in exchange for 
a named number of dollars to be paid by him 
as purchase money for a farm, or not allow- 
ing him to choose the animals he might wish 
to buy for work or other service. It would be 
no more iniquitous to demand that no one 
buying grain from the farmer should be 
allowed to insist on full measure or weight to 
each bushel, but must be content to have thé 
bushel measure filled to only two-thirds of its 
capacity or rated by the seller as the equiva- 
lent of forty pounds instead of sixty. a 

„It the cranks who composed that convention 
really want to have cheap money with 
which they can pay their debts, which were 


lesson from the Kansas complaint that 
money is scarce in that State while 
plentiful all around it. People in Kansas find 
it difficult to borrow money. Capitalists have 
not yet forgotten the dead set made there 
some months ago against the repayment of 
money lent on farm property. They could 
not recover readily what was due of money 
previously placed there; but were by no means 
anxious to “throw away good money after 
bad.“ and have preferred to lend their remain- 
ing funds elsewhere. So it is no wonder if 
some Kansas borrowers are now obliged to 
pay higher rates of interest than would be ac- 
cepted in other States or go without the cash. 
The same rule would govern in case the crazy 
demands of the People’s party in Iowa were 
granted. If they succeeded in forcing the 
present owners’ of moftgages to accept 
“dollars” worth little more than 60 
cents in repayment of 100-cent dollars loaned 
they could not obtain any more money on the 
same terms. If the unit of our currency 
values were debased one-third or more the 
$1,000 borrowed would be correspondingly di- 
minished in purchasing power, and it is highly 
probable the rate of interest, as paid in the 
same kind of money, would rise, because of a 
fear of further legislation in favor of cheap 
„money not redeemable even in silver, 

It is pitiable to see a separate party openly 
and shamelessly advocating partial or com- 
plete repudiation of debts in the most pros- 
perous country on the face of the globe. The 
members of that party have not even the ex- 
cuse of poverty and oppression, which has 
been advanced in the old world as a plea for 
release from obligations incurred. They can- 
not allege that any one has forced them into | 
the position of holding property worth more ‘ 
than the full debt, a large part of which they 
want to repudiate. And they are so short 
sighted as not to be able to perceive that if the 
dishonest “relief” they ask for were granted 
they would be worse off in consequence from 
the unsettling of values and loss of confidence 
and credit. Happily for the peace and pros- 
perity of the whole country there 1s little rea- 
‘son to fear their crazy wishes will be gratified. 


A HARD BLOW TO PACIFIC MONOPOLY. 
It is probable the iniquitous Southern Pa- 
citic-Pacific Mail combination is broken at 
‘last, and it is to be hoped so effectually that 
it can never more be re-formed. A short time 
ago the railroad named proposed that the 
‘Transcontinental Aseociation should make a 
heavy reduction (to 50 cents per 100 pounds] 
on canned goods, wine, borax, and beans 
from San Francisco to the Mississippi Valley 
cities and beyond in order to enable it to 
meet the competition by clipper ships running 
in opposition to the Pacific Mail line of 
steamers. The Denver and Rio Grande pro- 
tested against this, and other lines in the as- 
sociation have followed suit. The matter is 
to be submitted to a meeting at New York the 
24th inst., but it is difficult to imagine that 
the matter can be patched up as between the 
parties. |

The subsidy is especially objectionable to the 


Northern Pacific, that bemg exposed to the 


strongest competition with its parallel line on 


the northern side of the Canadian border. 

If the efforts of the California merchants 
are successful in breaking up this extortionate 
combination they will have done an incalcu- 
lable service to the Pacific slope and the whole 
country, as well as to themselves. For the 
development of our western coast has been 
tetribly hampered and hindered by the Pa- 
cific cabal with its ocean appendage estab- 
lished as a machine for blackmailing some of 
the robbers for the benefit of the rest. With 
reasonable freight and passenger rates across 
the continent the Pacific coast would soon 


attain a degree of prosperity to which it has 


hitherto been a stranger, and it would do so 
with great benefit to the States on this side of 
the Rocky Mountaths. For the people of the 
Mississippi Valley and further East would 
enormously increase their consumption of the 
fruits and fish grown and caught on our west- 
ern shores. 

The residents there could soon double the 
present capacity of their vineyards, orchards, 
and canning establishments, and get better 
prices for what they have to sell, while the 
consumers on this side of the continent would 
get the produce more cheaply, the advantage 
of cheap freight rates being shared between 
the producer and the consumer. The man- 
ufactures of the lake region and other sec- 
tions would also find a much wider market in 
the Far West. All this may legitimately be 
expected to result from a release of the 
octopus clutch that has for so long strangled 
the enterprise and commerce of half the con- 
tinent and to a smaller extent hindered the 
development of the rest. It is fervently 
to be hoped that the news of that grasp being 
loosened is not too good to be true. 


GLADSTONE IS PREMIER AGAIN. 

Lord Salisbury and his Lory Ministers have 
resigned in consequence of the “ no-confi- 
dence vote of the British Commons Thurs- 
day night, and Mr. Gladstone will be sum- 
moned to Osborne today and “*‘ commanded ” 
by Queen Victoria to form a Cabinet, which 
he will proceed to do with great alacrity. The 
names of the new Ministers will be submitted 
to the new Commons next Thursday. The 
writs for the reélection of the Ministers who 
are members of the Commons will be or- 
dered, whereupon Parliament will adjourn 
until next January. 

The no-confidence vote was adopted by a 
majority of 40 in the largest House ever as- 
sembled in Westminster. The Parliament 
now consists of 668 members, there being two 
vacancies, one due to the double election of 
William O’Brien in Ireland, and the other to 
the promotion of a Tory member for one of 
the London divisions to the bench. ‘The 
Speaker, of course, did not vote. There re- 
main only 3 of the 667 available members 
not accounted for, 660 members having en- 
tered the lobby and four having voted as 
tellers. The majority of 40 represents the 
majority of the combined opposition over the 
Tories. 

The predictions of the Tories that Mr. Glad- 
stone would not be able to handle his “* heter- 
ogeneous following have come to naught. 
His party held together as firmly and unani- 
mously as the Balfour-Chamberiain party, 
and polled its 40 majority for the 
no-confidence resolution. It stood by him 
It was a great triumph for the 
Grand Old Man. He now has a free hand un- 
til Parliament meets in formulating his Irish 
home rule and the Newcastle program of En- 
glish measures. By that time his cabinet will 
have become acquainted with its duties and 
the party patronage will be distributed among 
his friends to strengthen their grip on the gavy- 
ernment, 

The debate was a mere dress parade affair. 
The Tories. challenged the division for two 


reasons. They wanted time to dispose of some 


crumbs of patronage among their followers; 
they tried to draw Mr, Gladstone on the Home 
Rule bill. They succeeded in the former 
scheme, and the jobbery has been notorious 
and scandalous. They failed toinduce Mr. 
Gladstone to reveal the details of his policy. 
On the contrary they gave him the opportunity 
to give sufficient assurances to all the moderate 
Irish members and to satisfy the Radical mem- 
bers that registration reform, one-mar-one- vote, 
village council, and Welsh disestablishment 
will not be lost sight of during the first active 
session of the new Parliament, and, finally and 
better, that the House of Lords will not be 
permitted to force a dissolution. 


Mr. Chamberlain, Sir Henry James, Mr, 


Chaplin, and tho, mugwump and Tory leaders 
made their speeches and uttered their taunts, 
The Liberals simply ignored them. Neither 
Sir William. Harcourt, Mr. Morley, Sir 
George Trevelyan, nor even Mr. Labouchere 
or Mr. Sexton deigned to reply. The dress 
parade battle is over and Mr, Gladstone leads 
the victors. 

Assocn as the new Ministry is announced 
Parliament will adjourn and the Ministers 
who are members of the House of Commons 
will have to go before their constituents and 
seek reélection. Some of them, notably Mr. 
Morley, will be opposed. Mr. Gladstone, it 
is understood, may be permitted a walkover, 


In the contested seats the battle for home 


rule will be fought again in a small way. 
Then will come the trial of the election peti- 
tions, with some interesting revelations 
as to how the brewers’ fund of 3500, 
000 was spent for the Tory candidates, 
and how the peers and the parsons 
in England and the priests in Ireiand tried to 
influence the elections. Some bye- elections 
may follow, and Mt. Gladstone may meet 
Parliament in January with an improved ma- 
jority. In the interval also he will have time 
to prepare his Home Rule bill, and his fol- 
lowers will have time to perfect their organ- 
ization under favorable auspices, They will 
have some patronage and considerable money.

ELECTRIC LOCOMOTION. 

A correspondent of the New York Frening 
Post furnishes an interesting description of 
the successful operation of a storage battery 
system of street railway transit at Milford, 
Mass., which was copied into yesterday's 
Tarsunz. The plant has been in full use for 
nearly a year and a half with satisfactory re- 
sults from the beginning, and recent dis- 
coveries have further conduced to its economic 
efficiency.. It is claimed that the problem of 
using storage batteries for street railway serv- 
ice has been solved beyond the possibility of 
a doubt with the removal of every difficulty 
that has wrecked all previous anticipations. 

The Milford line consists of about six miles 
of track, including branches,and runs over some 
steep grades, one of which is on a long hill 
slope of 4 or 5 per ceut, and a shorter stretch has 
a grade of 10 per cent traction. These inclines 
are ascended without loss of speed, and ia 
moving down them the momentum is used to 
restock the batteries without the aid of a 
brake. On one trip an exact record showed 


that 17 per cent of the electricity drawn from 


the batteries was returned to them by the 
saving on descents and stoppages for passeu- 
gers. The construction of the machinery is 
said to be such that it can never be destroyed 
by an excessive charge of electrical force, 
as is not infrequently the case with the 
trolley device, and several other items of 
waste incident to the trolley system, have 
been eliminated, a marked saving being 
effected in the application of the electricity to 
the axles of the wheels. The batteries are so 
superior that the power attained is far above 
that stated by a prominent company as the 
maximum limit, and they have a wonderful 
life. All the electricity keeps in the battery 
till it is tawen for use. One of them was used 
at times during ten consecutive days, omitting 
Sundays, and the availability of the power at 
the end of that time was said to be perfect, 
The batteries are carried under the seat of the 
car. ‘Che jars are of black rubber, the metal 
plates are red lead, and the liquid used is sul- 
phuric acid, while the plates are so arranged 
as to forbid the “buckling” and 
consequent short circuit previously in- 


| separable from the arrangement. The 


car with storage batteries in place weighs 
about seven tons, or one less than that used 
in the trolley system. The batteries are ar. 
ranged on trays which are removable in a few 
seconds and others put in their places in 
equally short time. The cars are lighted by 
electricity, the lamps forming indicators by 
which it can be ascertained if the apparatus is 
in perfect working order, and electric con- 
trivances register the fares as well as take the 
place of the ordinary strap that is pulled as a 
signal to stop the car or resume the journey. 
The total cost, including roadbed, is stated fo 
have been but $120,000, or at the rate of $20,- 
000 per mule, 

If the effort be ‘as spiiveestul es is: described 
the storage battery plan for locomotion 
must soon be very extensively adopted. It 
will not be confined in its operation to sur- 
face roads. It will be found even more 
valuable for elevated tracks, as eliminating 
the dropping of coal and ashes, while for 


both it will give an absence of steam emis- 
sion, freedom from the aunoyances of smoke 


and noise, and the minimum cf oil leakage 
from axles and car boxes, The fact that one 
of the Milford cars was run for fifty miles 
without any recharging of the batteries, and 
then appeared to be good for ten miles 
more, indicates the possibility of the plan 
being adapted in the near future to long 
distance travel. It should be equally 
applicable to the traction of trains in the 
country as in the city, on what are 
now steam railroads connecting widely sun- 
‘dered points as well as on suburban lines. 
And when all these have been changed to ac- 
cord with the latest progress of the age a 
large rart of the smoke problem will have 
been solved. Traveling far and near will be 
a real pleasure to those who perform it and 
be unaccompanied by serious annoyance to 
dwellers along the lines of road that will then 
be operated at the minimum of cost with the 
maximum of comfort to the great public. It 
will be a long step forward. 


ALLIANCE SCHEME TO DISSIPATE THE 
GOLD REDEMPTION RESERVE. 

Congressman Thomas Watson has told his 
Georgia constituents that he had “ introduced 
a bill to cover into the Treasury the $100,000,- 
000 gold reserve for general circulation, which 
answered no purpose in the Treasury, but had 
lain there idle for twenty vears. And he 
had the brazen impudence to say that there 
is no excuse why that money should not be 
put into circulation’? so far as he had heard. 
Furthermore he informed them that he had 
introduced the Subtreasury bill, of which he 
said its principles, I think, are as sound 
as any economic principles can be.“ 

It must be a highly dense state of ignorance 
which does not permit the gentleman to see 
that the gold reserve in the Treasury has an- 
swered a most impertant purpose. It was 
placed there under authority conferred by the 
Specie Resumption act of 1875, which empow- 
ered the Secretary of the Treasury to sell at 
not less than par, in coin, either of the de. 
scription of bonds described in the act of 
July, 1870. Without some such provision the 
United States conld not have resumed specie 
payments at par. Having proved its ability 
to redeem its greenbacks by paymg gold for 
them on demand the Nation resumed specie 
payments, and the gold premium on green- 
backs and bank notes was extinguished. The 
maintenance of that sufficient gold reserve of 
100 millions has preserved and sustained at 
par the 346 millions of greenbacks, and all 
the outstanding silver, that now amounts 
to some 500 millions, which otherwise 
would only be worth 65 cents on 
the dollar, and indirectly the whole 
of the national bank note circulation, that 
being payable in greenbacks, and thus depend- 


| ing ultimately on gold. So there 1s about a 


billion dollars of money in circulation or 
available therefor which has been kept at par 


all these years by the feeling of secutity

He has received scores of aspirants for of- 
fice, and has discussed the composition of his 
Cabinet with his chief advisers without defi- 
nitely communicating to any one his final se- 
lections. Being a punctilious observer of of- 
ficial precedent he will not formally offer a 

to any one until he has actually received 
the Queen’s commands to form a Ministry. 

Surmises are rife regarding new ministerial 
combinations, Among the most striking re- 
ports finding credence in official legal quar- 
ters is one to the effect that Lord Herschell 


will become Governor-General of India, that 


Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge will become 
Lord Chancellor, and that Sir Charles Russell 
will become Lord Chief-Justice. Lord Her- 
schell’s transference from the bench to the 
tremendous political responsibilities of the

If he remains much longer 
there will be hard times for Germany. Von 
Schauss considers Count Botho von Eulen- 
berg the only possible successor to the Chan- 

cellorship, though he has many opponents in 
high positions. 

Speaking of Bavaria’s attitude toward Prus- 
sia, Dr. Von Schauss said he was not afraid that 
Bavaria’s independence would be seriously 
threatened, The Reichstag has no power to 
incorporate Bavaria with Prussia against the 
former’s will, As to the attitude of Prince 
Luitpold. Regent of Bavaria, Dr. Von Schauss 
‘said he had heard Luitpold remark in his 
presence: “I shall respect concluded trea- 
ties, though it is disagreeable to me todo 80.“ 
Luitpold is in the habit of questioning Bava- 
rian officers quartered in Berlin if they like 
Berlin. ifthe answer is yes be abruptly 
passes them by. If no he stops to con- 


verse with them at length upon the superior 


beauties of Munich and Stuttgart, 

Dr. Von Schauss is confident that the Em- 
peror will not insist upon the extension of the 
military code to Bavaria in the present con- 
dition of affairs, ance all the Bavarian mem- 
bers of the Reichstag are opposed tuo sucha 
violation of their liberties. Bavaria will 
never consent to the abolition of public mili- 
tary triais. Prussia will not venture, the doctor 
thinks, to pack the Reichstag for the — arg 
of violating the guaranteed age of varia.

NO SLUGGARDS AT THE SALYA- 
TION ARMY CAMPMEETING. 


Bugle Calls Arouse the Lake Bluff Sleepers 
While the Dew Is on the Grass—Excit- 
ing Services and Many “ Volleys” Fired 
~—Today’s Big Meeting—Unlimited En- 
thusiasm at Despl Unable to End 
Their Meetings on Time—Great Gather- 
ing of Class Leaders Today. 

No sluggards are allowed in the Salvation 
Army camp at Lake Bluff. While the dew 
was yet on the grass yesterday Capt. Davis, 
the staff bugler, was aroused from his slum- 
bers by the retiring night guard. At 6 o’clock 


he stationed himself at the entrance to the: 


tabernacle and sounded the reveille. Within 
ten minutes the previously silent camp was 
busily astir. 

Yesterday was a typical Salvation Army 
day. Each meeting was carried out with a 
studied purpose of adding to the army ranks. 
In the brief recesses between meetings the 
camp presented an aspect that made many of 
the strangers wonder if they had not 
come upon an army bivouac instead of a ro- 
ligious assem bly. The scene during the meet- 
ing hours presented a marked contrast. In 
the tabernacle the soldiers sat with bowed 
heads engaged in earnest prayer, or else sing- 
ing and shouting with religious enthusiasm. 

The most important meeting of the day was 
the salvation meeting, led by Brigadier 
Fielding and wife in the evening. It was at- 
tended by the largest audience Lake Bluff has 
ever had, there being fully 2,500 present. A 
special feature of both morning and evening 
sessions was the singing of Adjutant Miss 
Lawrence Sommers. She is 19 years of age, 
and posresses a voice of rare sweetness.

At 10 
o’clock a salvation meeting was held, It gave 
the visitors their first chance to see the proper 
missionary work of the army. The service 
consisted purely of an endeavor on the partof 
the army members to get the unconve 
portion of the audience to come up to 
penitent form. 


After the meeting the visitors were treated | 


to the spectacle of a regular army march. 
Headea by the divisional band and banner, 
and accompanied by a full tambourine and 
guitar corps, the soldiers formed in line and 
marched through the principal part of the 
village to the lake shore.

The plans contemplated at each end a 
steel tower 195 feet high, carrying at their tops 
pulleys fifteen feet in diameter. Over 
pulleys forty-eight steel ropes one and one-half 
inches in diameter pass. One end of these ropes 
will be attached to an end pin in the truss 
and the other to the counterweights, which 
will be so weighted as to just balance the dead- 
weight of the span. The weight of the cables 
is counterweighted by iron chains, which pay 
out below the bridge. 

The bridge being thus balanced by counter- 
weights all the operating machinery would 
have to do would be to overcome the friction 
and inertia of the m besides such varyi 
dead weight on the bridge as snow, dirt, a 
human beings.

Farmers Greatly Relieved— Contracting for 
Delivery at Present Prices. 

Saw Antonto, Tex., Aug 12.—Abundant 
rains continue to fall over the southwest Texas 
district, and the suffering among stock has 
been completely relieved.

NO FAITH IN@TORAGE BATTERIES. 


Local Electricians Say the System Is Im- 
practicable for Street-Cars. 

The publication in Taz Trisune of yester- 
day of an article from a New York paper giv- 
ing an account ot᷑ the successful operation of an 
electric street-car line by the storage battery 
system in Milford, Mass., has caused comment 
in electrical circles here. The experience of 
local experts with storage batteries has been 
such that they regard the Milford story with 
suspicion, and express doubt that any such 
system can be made practicable and profit- 
able. T. P. Bailey, in charge of the Edison 
railway department, says: 

“That report from Milford is a humbug. 
There is not a single storage battery system 
of street-car traffic being successfully operat- 
ed in the United States. Many experiments 
have been made, but they all resulted in loss 
to their promoters, J. A. Rhouberg of Du- 
buque has been here today. He started out 
with a storage battery street-car line in that 
city to kill the trolley system. If you 
see him he will ‘probably teil you he 
came near killing himself instead of the other 
lines.”’ ee.

HOW EASTERN PEOPLE LOOK ON 
THE GRAIN SITUATION. 


Reports of Conditions Are Not Satisfactory 
to Them-—All Classes of Trade Are in 
Good Shape—Pig-Iron Is Active but 
Steel-Rail Orders Are Short—The Stock 
Market Was Unstable on Account of the 
Bulletins—Sales of Stocks for the Week 
— Reports of the Week’s Clearings. 

New York, Aug. 13.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: Crop reports 
are not quite up to expectations, and 
are construed as indicating a deficient 
supply of. corn and oats, while any possible 
deficiency"in wheat and cotton will be more 
than met by surplus stocks. But prices have 
advanced quite sharply, and exports of domes- 
tio products fall below last prices. Great in- 
dustries are all domg remarkably, well, ex- 
cepting the iron, manufacture. The iron out- 
put Aug. 1 was 155,186 tons weekly, against 
169, 151 July 1, and 169,576 a year ago, but 
the stocks unsold nevertheless increased 16,- 
000 tons duritig the month of July, and Aug. 
1 exceeded a million tons, Southern pig-iron 
is pressed for sale, and some quotations are 
lower than ever. 

But the resumption of manufacture by 
Western iron works which have settled their 
controversies with the men will make a great 
change. in the situation, at once increasing the 
output of pig-iron, but probably the demand 
still more. Manufactug§d iron and steel have 
been in very active demand, nearly ali the 
works in operation bemg crowded with or- 
ders. Steel rails are dull as ever, and while 
only 700,000 tons have been sold for the year 
thus far, the orders un hand will hardly carry 
Eastern mills beyond Sept. 15. 

Copper is weak at 115¢ cents and lead at 4 
cents, but speculations advanced tin to 21.15 
and depressed it to 20.45 cents. There fs no 
market worth mentioning for coal, but in the 
textile mdustries the utmost activity prevails.

ARGUMENTS IN THE TUNNEL cox 
TROVERSY COMMENCE MONDAY. 


Mr. Onderdonk Acquiesces in Testimony | 


Given Yesterday by Witnesses for the 
City—As to the Lumber Used for Fill- 
ing—Water Will Be Shut Off Tonight 
in Hyde Park and the Town of Lake— 
Relieving Overcrowded Condition of 
the County Hospital. 


Arguments in the Onderdonk arbitration 
begin Monday at 10 o’clock.. The evidences 
was regarded as complete when the board ad- 
journed yesterday afternoon, When che in- 
quiry was resumed yesterday afternoon Mr, 
Feind was placed on the stand again by Mr. 
Miller and was asked to explain Mr. Onder- 
donk’s claim for 784,500 feet of lumber at $43 
a thousand used as filling. He said that there 
were two agreements made with reference to 
that. 

First, let me say.“ said he, it is often 
impossible to comply with the specification 
requiring the filling of extra cavities with 
mas nry, and it is necessary to use lumber to 
avoid absolute peril. Lumber is the 
best material for that purpose, because 
it is quickly applied and becomes firmly 
set in the silt and earth. As tothe claim for 
extra lumber, Mr. Artingstall and myself ar- 
rived at an agreement by which the extras to 
be allowed were to be estimated at the rate of 
the cost of 1,000 bricks for each four cubic 
yards of the extra excavations and filling. The 
city’s inspectors estimated the extra areas to 
be filled each day, and the contractor’s f. re- 
men countersigned those estimates and pay- 
ments were made upon the basis of those 
daily reports from 1890 until the introduction 
of compressed air. 

On the claimant’s part Mr. Robbins entered 
the contention that no claim for lumber was 
put in subsequent to May 1890, when the 
agreement as to extras was entered into, 

Mr. Feind referring to notes taken May 4, 
1890, from Mr. Onderdonk’s books stated that 
up to that date Mr. Onderdonk had tought 
$22,000 worth vf lumber. Over against this 
stands Mr. Onderdonk’s claim of $383,000. The 
contractor therewpon said that if Mr. Feind 
would estimate the amount ana cost of extra 
lumber used he would accept Mr. Feind’s 
2 as the basis of the claim under that

Mr. Feind was asked whether it was his. 


opinion that lumber extras for the time prior 
to May 4, 1890, ought not to be allowed. 
„As u matter of strict construction of the 


specifications, no; as a mgtter of justice and 


equity, yes.’ 

Let Mr. Feind make the estimate I 
will accept it if it is only a dollar, said Mr. 
Onderdonk. 12 

Mr. Feind further testifled that in making 
payments for extra filling prior to May 4. 1890, 
only the actual masonry employed was paid 
for, and not lumber which was of neces- 
sity employed. This unpaid for timber is the 
basis of Mr. Onderdonk’s claim. 

Mr. MoGillen asked Mr. Feind for his 
opini n as to the character of the tunnel as a 
whole. He replied that in parts it was ex- 
cellent and on the whole a fair piece of work, 
considering the difficulties encountered. Mr. 
Feind also said that he had examined Mr. 
Oaderdonk’s books for periods extending 
over many months. He found that for peri- 
ods of five months together the actual cost of 
the work was twice as great as the sum 
for it by the city. - 

Francis F. Hotf, who has had charge of the 
tunnel since Jan. 1, 1892, testitied that the 
tunnel was practically finished and would be 
actually finished on or before Oct. 1. 

William A. Lydon, assistant engineer, tes- 


tified that all timber which went into the tun-

PUMPING WORKS WILL SHUT DOWN. 


Residents of Hyde Park and Town of Lake 
Should Store Water Today. 

Residents of Hyde Park south of Forty- 
second street and dwellers in the Town of 
Lake had better accumulate n good supply of 
water today or they will be sorry for their 
negligence tomorrow. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the Hyde Park pumps 
are to be stopped, so thatthe mainsand in- 
lets can be coanected with the two new pump- 
ing engines which have lately been coinpleted. 
and so all Saturday night and Sunday there 
will be no water in these districts except what 
is contained in wells and c.sterns or prudent 
housewives have saved in bath-tubs 

to tide them over the 
emergency: It is believed that the 
work of connecting the pumps can be done in 
twenty-four hours and the engines started up 
again Sunday evening, but this calculation 
may go wrong and it may be Monday before 
the mains are filled again. 

The two new engines which have been put 
in for Hyde Park are of the Gaskell pattern, 
manufactured by the Holly company, and each 
one is capable of pumping 12,000,000 gallons of 
water a day. The engines now supplying the 
disttict represent a capacity of about 40,000,- 
000, so that the capacity, when the 
new pumps are sta will be some- 
thing like 64,000,000 gallons a day. 
This is considerably in excess of present 
needs, but these engines will also have to su 
ply Jackson Park duri the World’s Fair 
period and then their capacity will probably 
be heavily drawn upon. 2 


The new engines are of the same pattern as 


the one recently put in at Lake View. It was 
started up Thursday and ran for about eight 
hours. hen, like all new machinery, it 
showed signs of friction and was shut down, 
It was idle yesterday, but will be run in 
today and in a week or so will be working 
regularly. It is still in the contractors’ hands 
and will remain there until it runs smoothly. 
When the city accepts it the total capacity of 
the Lake View pumps will be 381,500,000 gal- 
lons a day.

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PLEASURES OF ANCIENT ROME. 


» : 
The Theaters and the *Actors-—Condition of 
the People. 

For the delectation of the Roman people 
there were theaters and amphitheaters. Gib- 
bon says that there were sometimes 400,000 
spectators at the ainphitheaters alone. The 
Coliseum could easily seat 100,000. There 
were others. The earliest was built by Curio, 
and was of wood, The first amphitheater 
of stone was that built in the 
Campus Martius by Stataliue Taurus. 
Another was built by Julius Casar, and 
another by Nero. There were three principal 
theaters—called after Pompeius Magnus, 
Cornelius Balbus, and Marcellus—the last 
built by Augustus in honor of his favorite 
nephew. Many thousdnds of gladiators were 
employed at the amphitheater; so many that 
at one time they rebelled and carried on a 
serious war against the republic. Three thou- 
sand dancers and as many singers daily 
amused the public. If there were seats at 
places of amusements for 500,000 ople at 
once, Gibbon’s estimate of the total popula- 
tion as 1,750,000 is absurd. 

Such, then, was the condition-of the Roman 
poor. Food, and wine, and oil, baths, the- 
aters, and amphitheaters were provided either 
free or at extremely low charges. There was 
no union workhouse, no labor test. News- 

apers were circulated regularly, not only in 

ome but in all the camps provinces 
per provincias et. per exereitus.“ It may 
safely be inferred that both in population and 
in wealth the City of Rome under the empire 
was fully equal to modern London, while in 
the magnificence and beauty of its public 
buildings, in the splendor of its gratuitous en- 
tertainments, and in the profusion of its 
liberality toward the poor it was much su- 
perior. 
| It may, perhaps, be objected to these con- 
clusioi s that they affect the capital cities only. 
and that, after Rome, Italy had no cities or 
towns to compare with Glasgow, Manchester, 
Liverpool, Birmingham. Bat even this 
would not be the ezact truth. There were 
very large and opulent cities in Italy besides 
Rome—cities such as Venice, Milan, Naples, 
Tarentum, Pompeii, Baiae. In fact, Italy, 
when the last recorded census was taken, con- 
tained about 7,000,000 cifizens—all adult 
males. Addmg the wives and children we 
have a population of 30,000,000, Addi the 
libertini, the foreign residents, and the slaves, 
we have a total population of more than 
60,000,000.—National Review.

of their workers. The design of a protective duty 
is to bring about a state of equilibrium, so that 
there may be afair and equal competition be- 
tween the employers and employés of this and 
other countries. A prohibitory duty would put 
it in the power of the American manufacturers, 
to form a trust and extert from the people the 
largest sum they could be induced to pay for the 
smallest quantity of goods. Where duty is 
purely protective the moment the manufacturer be- 
gins asking more than the proper price, the foreign 
goods flow in and force him to sell cheaper. 

Furthermore, a ve duty is one which 
contemplates the tion of revenue, while a 
probibitory tariff prevents the collection of 
revenue. To illustrate: A prohibitory duty on 
cotton and woolen goods would keep out all 
foreign cotton fabrics, and, consequently, pro- 
duce no revenue, A protective duty is designed 
simply to deprive the foreign manufacturer of 
the advantage of his lower wage scale. but would 
not hinder the importation in quantities of goods 
— had special qualities, such as attractive- 
ness of design, which American goods did not 
possess. The Treasury would get revenue and 
the American manufacturer would get adeyuate 
protection against the fore lower wage scale 
of his rivals, but not against their superior 
artistic ability, if they possessed it. 

2. Of course it does. Looking at it from a 
practical point of view, if A lives in Jericho— 
meaning thereby any foreign country—B can be 
protected by means of a tariff, If A lives in 
the United States B cannot be thus protected. 
Looking at the matter more broadly, it makes all 
the difference in the world to B why A undersells 
him. If it is because he has improved machinery 
and appliances, B can buy the same machinery or 
better and imitate his methods. It it is because 
a railroad is giving him special rates, B can go to 
the Inter-State Commission and have it remedied. 
If 1t is because A is the smartest, brainiest man, 
B will have to grin and bear it. If A selle cheap- 
est because his workmen, being foreigners, labor 
for half the wages that . pays his bands, and yet 
do the same amount of work, B cannot compete 
with him unless he can induce his workmen to 
cut their wages one-half, which he cennot do, 
without first enduring a desperate strike and 
starving them into accepting it. 

3. If the Dominion werea partof the United 
States, the quantity of American manufactures 
which its people would consume, would be much 
greater than aow, not merely because American 
exports to Canada would be freed from the oner- 
ous duties now imposed on them and which limit 
their use, but because the Canadians would buy 
from the United States most of the manufactured 
articles they now purchase of England. Annexa- 
tion would mean 5,000,000 new customers for 
American prodacts. While farmers along the 
northern border might get a little less for some 
of their products, the general welfare of the coun- 
try wou'd be considerably atlvanced and our 
farmers would partake of it in many ways.

Self-Consciousness Makes You a Poor 
Writer and a Bad Speaker. 

Richard Grant White: As both writing and 
speaking are the expression of thought 
through language the capacity for the one, 
joined to an incapacity for the other, is natur- 
ally the occasion of remark ana has, I believe, 
never been accounted for. -I think it will be 
found that consciousness, which generally 
causes more or less embarrassment of one 
kind or other, is at the bottom of this appar- 
ent incongruity. 

The man who writes in a clear and fluent 
style, but who, when he undertakes to spexk, 
more than to say yes or no or what he would 
like for dinner, hesitates and utters — 
does so because he is made 8 
the presence of others when he speaks, 
gives himself unconsciously to the pga nh wee 
of his thought when he looks only upon the 
words which he is writing. He who speaks 
with ease and ace but who writes in a 
crabbed, involved style, forgets himself * 
be looks at others. and is occupied by him 
self when he is alone. His consciousness 
and the effort that he makes on the one hand 
to throw it off and on the other to meet its 
demand upon him confuse his thoughts 
which throng, and jostle, and clash irste 
of moving steadily onward with one consent 
together, 

ere consciousness has had much to do 
with the charming style f many women's let- 
ters. Women’s style, when they write books, 
is generally bad, with all the varieties of bad- 
ness; but their epistolary style is as generally

Mr. Louis Couperus, the author of Nood- 
lot” (‘Footsteps of Fate”) which has just 
been translated by Miss’Ciara Bell, is a mem- 
ber of the modern Dutch school of “Sensi- 
tivists. . Sensitivism is described by Mr. Ed- 
mund Gosse, in his introduction to the book, 
as a development of impressionism, grafted 
upon naturalism, as a frail and exotic bud 
may be set in the rough basis of a thorn. It 
preserves the delicacy of sensation of the one 
and strengthens it by the exactitude ana con- 
scientiousness of the other, yet without giving 
way to the vagaries of impressioniam or to 
the brutality of mere realism. It selects

One regrets to see a man like Balzac employ- 
2 his powers to glorify an antiquated preju- 

ice.

DEEPEST HOLE EVER BORED. 


It Goes Down More than a Mile in the In- 
terest of Science. 

Although mountains. and cliffs have indi- 
cated thg formation of projections of the 
earth’s crust, anid mines have shown to some 
extent the formation underground, the very 
deepest mines have not permitted the exten- 
sive aud minute researches that geologists 
and scientists have desired. Bormgs are lim- 
ited, of course, by natural obstacles, like ex- 

ceedingiy hard formations, and by the ex- 
poses, unless the purpose be to ascertain the 
ation of minerals worth mining, or get a 
supply of water, as in artesian wells. Holes 
for geological research need nothe very large, 
says New York Sun, but they must be, 
very deep, and it is natural to suppose that irg 
terest has been axgited by the reports of gb- 
servations in the deepest hole in the world 

The hole is at Schladebach, near Ketehan, 
Germany.

These same States made 
an unsatisfactory record in 1891, and as a result 
rates have been raised at a good many points. 
The justice of this advance in rates is being 
demonstiated by the results of this year. Any 
one who tries to combat the advance with figures 
showing the profitableness of the business has a 
difficult task. 


The Columbian Fire Insurance company, 
which Mr. Hart of Louisville is organizing, does 
not appear to be in such a flourishing condition 
from the Louisyille point of view as the dis- 
patches sent out from New York mig it indicate. 
At Louisville, it isisaid, the organizers are mak- 
ing desperate efforts to place stock on a basis of 
40 per cent call, asking in all for only $500,000 ca 
ital stock, with a/ $0,000. paid up surplus. At 
Louisville —— en claim that a large block 
has been subscribad in New York, but it is cer- 
tain that little of ‘the stoc 

uisville. 


There is much satisfaction over the small 
line of losses in Chicago. The business here this 
year will be extremely profitable if an oe 2 
the present record is kept up.

“withdrawing from hemp risks, and there is now 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient insurance on 
risks of this character. 

There is trouble at Tacoma, Wash., over 
rates. Busipess-men are protesting inst the 
rates now in force, and it is repo 3 that the 
new local company recently = — . known 
as the Tatoma, is about to © a3 per cent 
cut on board rates. 

The National Board of Fire Underwriters 
considers Milwaukee's fire protection as inade- 
quate to the needs of the city, and has called 
upon the local board to use its influence to secure 
recommended improvements. 

The demoralization on the Pacific* coast 
has extended south from San Francisco, and 
there is trouble in a number of the prominent 
cities of Southern Catifornia.

“The Women of the Louvre, which are de- 
tailed and personal accounts from which noth- 
ing legitimately piquant is omitted, of inter- 
esting Queens, Princesses, Empresses, and 
Kings’ favorites. For M. de Saint-Amand is 
a believer in the influence of women upon 
history. He thinks their part in great events 
has been too much overlooked by his brother 
historians, and he has resolved to redress. the 
wrongs of the sex in this particular 80 far as 
certain periods in the history of kis own 
country are concerned. | 

Two of the most recent volumes in the En- 
glish translation relate to that unhappy Prin- 
cess, the only daughter of the ill-fated Louie 
XVI. and Marie Antoinette, who was left 
when a child of 14 a prisoner in the Temple 
after her parents had beer led to the guillo- 
tine, and who afterwards became the Duchess 
of Angouléme and the aunt of the Comte de 
Chambord—the last hero of the Legitimist 
cause who carried ite white flag with him to 
the tomb. 

Marie Thérése Charlotte Madame Royale, 
ag she used to be styled in the beaux jours, 
after a radiant childhood at Versailles found 
hérself from the first participating in the ter- 
rible scenes of the Revolution. During the 
dread night of Oct.56 she awoke all in a 
tremble, at the moment when her mother was 
escaping half-dressed from her chamber, while 
the populace were rushing into it and thrust- 
ing their bloody pikes into the royal couch, In 
the morning she was at Marie Antoinette’s 
side when the Queen was forced to make he 
appearance on the great balcony of thechateau 
of Versailles, in obedience to the orders of an 
infuriated multitude: “No children!“ 
shouted the mob, as if they dreaded lest the 
sight of innocence might lessen their fury. 
A few minutes later the poor little Princess, 
in the same. carriage with her father and 
motner—that carriage which was preceded by 
pikemen carrying the heads of the murdered 
bodyguards—made the fatal journey from 
Versailles to the Tuileries, vestibule of 
the prison, and the scaffold. She ac- 
companied her parents at the time of the 
flight. to Varennes. She saw the heroic 
Dampierre fasl, crying as he died, Long live 
the King! On Aug. 10 the poor child left 
the Tuileries, clinging to her mother’s hand; 
and in the narrow box of the raphe, 
only eight feet square by ten feet high, for 
sixteen hours together, in suffocating hea 
lacking air and lacking food, she wit 
the 8 of royalty. When was 
confined in the Temple she was not. yet 14. 
She saw her father led to execution, and 
her little brother torn away from her and 
— over to the persecution of the brutal 

imon. 

She, her mother, and her aunt, Mme. Elisa.
